According to Brauticam, the correspondent was welcomed effusively by- 
Pushkin who reportedly said: "Al-, at last a 'vest oerw-.n iias come to see me." 

Pushkin is said to have spoken ei thusiostically about the assumption of 
diplomatic relations with West Germany and to have said that they (the Soviets) 
had alre.cdy jjiven sane thought to the individuals who were suitable as the 
first chiefs of rdssions. Hu said that th-y thought that Former !!ieh 
Comnissioner Vladimir Semenov, who reportedly was present at the intervieu, 
should be the lorical candidate from the Soviet side, and that Thomas Dehler, 
Federal (•hsirr.nn of the ?D?; Karl P.Cleiderer, PUP ilunOcotag deputy; or Peter 
Pfeiffer, former German Forciry .Service officer presently serving in the 
Foreif-n iiinietiy, would be loyicel ,-vid acceptable from the VJest German side. 
Pfeiffer at one time was nominated but rejected for the position of German 
observer at the United Nations*
